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Tjlegran  Proposing  the  Call  of  a  Peace-Ccrforenca 

(December  19,  193  6) 

All  the  people  of  the  entire  nation,  every  political  party, 
every  group,  every  circle  and  every  c.rmy. 

Cur  urrty,  out*  government,  has  proposed  the  cell  for  a 
peace  conference ,  and  has  already  sent  telegrams  to  the  Marking 
ar.d  Clan  governments.  Contents  of  the  telegram  (confidential  to) 
Rung  Yurg-Chih,  Son  Fen-Sher.g ,  Feng  Hran-Chang,  Ho  Chirg-Chih, 

Yu  Yu- Jen,  Tai  Chi-Tao,  Chen  Ci-Iien  and  'Tang  Sheng-Chih 
of  Marking:  the  gentlemen  cf  National  Fartv  and  National  Govern¬ 
ment;  Chang  Han-Ching,  Yang  Hu-Cheng,  Wang  Ting-Fang  ar.d  Sun 
Wei-.Tu  of  Sian  ard  gentlemen  of  the  Anti- Japan-Allied  forces, 

-  the  Sian-Temporary -Kill tary  Committee.  Since  the  outoreak 

of  the  Sian-Incident,  the  Nanking  Government  ordered  the 
dispatch  of  troops  and  subjugation  of  the  enemy}  this  caused 
to  shock  the  whole  country.  Adhering  to  their  om  views  firmly 
both  sides  would  rot  yield,  but  to  judge  fairly,  the  Sian  Incident 
broke  cut  of  the  patriotioenthusiasm.  They  insisted  on  fixing 
the  National  Policy  inmediatly  and  at  the  same  time  start  the 
Anti- Japan  Movement.  The  policy  of  the  Nanking  Authorities 
has  been  comparatively  sluggish;  they  have  been  too  conservative 
and  all  too  many  of  them  are  timid;  and  even  besides  the  Prb- 
Japanese  elements  the  others  are  not  Anti-Japanese  either. 
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They  were  prompts  into  the  civil  war,  hot  It  was  not  from 
thoir  live  will,  looklrg  over  the  current  events  of  the  whole 
nation,  v.e  believe  that  there  will  bo  no  real  life  of  our  own 
without  Anti-Japan  and  there  will  be  no  Anti-Japan  without 
internal  un'ty.  To  stick  to  the  Internal  struggle  is  nothing 
but  to  quicken  self-destruction.  At  this  critical  Juncture  of 
our  party,  our  government,  sincerely  makes  a  proposal  as  follows 

for  both  sides. 

A.  Tungkwan  shall  be  the  border  of  both  sides,  and  the  Nan 
king  army  shall  not  advar.ee  toward  Shanhsi  across  the  border. 

The  Sian- Anti- Japan- Arms-  should  wait  for  the  solution  of  the 
peace -conference  within  the  boundary  of  Shanhsi  for  a  while. 

E.  The  Nanking  government  should  call  together  a  peece- 
conferoncs  immediately,  and  send  telegrams  to  every  party, 
every  group,  every  circle  and  every  army  of  the  entire  country 
asking  for  the  dispatch  of  representatives  and  thoir  partici¬ 
pation  at  the  conference  except  for  both  representatives  from 
Nanking  and  Sian.  Cur  party,  our  government,  is  fully  ready 
to  send  our  representative  to  the  conference. 

C.  At  the  conference  shall  be  discussed  the  problems  of 
(1)  Anti-Japan  and  relief  of  the  nation  proposed  by  each  party 
each  group,  each  circle,  and  each  army  and  (2)  the  rescue  of 
Chi eng  Kai-shek.  But  as  for  the  fundamental  principles,  the 
whole  nation  shall  cooperate,  oppose  every  type  of  internal 
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strife,  and  unite  in  Anti-Japanism. 

D.  The  site  of  the  conference  shall  be  Nanking.  This 
proposal  is  nothing  but  to  find  the  concrete  moans  to  truly 
solve  this  urgent  situation.  Gcntleuen!  fou  are,  we  believe, 
truly  faithful  to  the  nation  and  are  broad  mineded  enough 
to  receive  the  opinion  of  nen  such  as  we.*'*  us  make  our 
decis4or  at  once  and  solve  the  national  crisis S  If  net,  war 
will  be  come  imminent,  and  the  whole  natidn  shall  fall  into 
a  situation  of  great  confusion.  The  Japanese  forces  will 
attack  our  unguarded  position  and  thus  downfall  and  perishment 
of  our  country  shall  be  our  fate.  Time  is  tr emend ousiy  urgent 
at  this  moment.  Looking  forword  to  your  prompt  planning  of 
the  above,
